House fiasco, the international 
recognition and praise of the in- 
ternational importance of Alberta 
newspapers’ fight for freedom, 
the beginning of the Alberta 
Government's political invasion 
of SasKatchewan, and ihe in- 
creasing evidence of efforts by 
the Alberta Government to pre- 
vent payment of just debts and 
protection of credit in this Proy- 
ince shared the spotlight during 
the past week around the Legi- 
slative Buildings in Edmonton. 


As the zero hour of June drew 
closer it became more evident 
that the Securities Tax Act passed 
during the last session of the 
Legislature is going to have a 
greater effect in paralyzing 
legitimate capital which other. 
wise might be invested in Alberta 
than has any other piece of legi- 
slation adopted in this Province. 

The act provides for a two per 
cent tax on all first, second and 
third mortgages, and it requires 
that every person or company 
holding one or: more mortgages 
must _register all his holdings by 
June 1 and pay the tax on them 
all at once. In case of any de-, 
fault of registration the mort- 
gage-holder is liable to a penalty 
of $10 a day for each document, 

lus five per cent per month. 
Thus any default, during one 
year, means a penalty of $3,650 
plus 60 per cent of the value in 
a year—the amount to be paid to 
the Government rather than for 
the relief. of the owner of the 
mortgaged land. ; 

The result of the act’s provi- 
sions is that no one—not even 
presumably wealthy companies 
holding great numbers of mort- 

ages—is ahle to contest the act 
na court of law, because the 
penalties whicn would pile up 
during the court hearing would 
be so huge. 

The Government has_ refused 
to have the act referred to a 
court for judgment, without pen- 
alty upon the person bringing 
such a court case or as a refer- 
ence by the Government itself. 
There is wide belief that be- 
cause the legislation is confisca- 
tory it might well be declared 
invalid. But withoyt a court test 
nothing can be done in self-pro- 
tection against the Government, 
unless the Dominion Government 
deems it necessary {o invoke its 
power of disallowance again in 
order to protect the past invest- 
ments and the future credit of 
the people of Alberta. 

On the face of it, the aet does 
nothing for ereditors. The effect 
of the act, however, is that 
every mortgage and all its details 
must be registered with the Gov- 
ernment, and the only protection 
which a mortgage-holder has is 
to write off the mortgage, losing 
the entire principal,-rather than

Mil Rate Up! 


EASED tax:tion is always a hitter pill for 
those who foot the bill to swallow. The budget 


 releasedl by the Finance Gommittce for the Town 


of Lacombe this year shows that the mill rate 
wilh reach 50 mills for 1938, an increase of two 
mills ‘over last year. There it is, and it is neces- 
sary, unlesa the-'Town wishes to show a deficit 


‘at the year’s end, which no sane minded person 


wants. Analyzing the reason for the increase, the 
(ilobe feels that most of it is justified. The cost 
of the better roads in Town and the New Hos- 
pital havé been responsible for some of the in- 
crease, and we have something to show for it. 
Loss of taxes, from C.N.R. property, which land 
in all probability will revert back to the Town, 
represents practically one mill in itself. 


Increased relief, however, is another item that 
has Caused the jump, and this is to be deplored. 
While ‘some of the relief cases are genuine, others 
could be avoided, if only these people would get 
away from the idea that the world owés then a 
living, without raising a finger to help themselves. 
The old saying goes, “God helps them who help 
themselves,” 

Many of the pioneers of this country will re- 
call the early days, when relief was unheard of, 
und every man had to hustle for himself. They 
did it-—and benefitted by the experience. It wasn’t 
a case of “how much an hour’am I going to get?” 
either. It was a matter of getting a grub-stake 
for themselves. The unfortunate part is; some 
of these relief people are not even willing to work 
out their relief, when afforded the opportunity 
to do so. That is not the right spirit, 
sympathizes with the man out of work, but when 
he refuses to do his bit, then the onus is frankly 
up to him. 


. Going further afield--look at the Calgary 
sitnation,. where. men are organizing a strike, 
mind you, to force those who have the decency. to 
work out their relief, not to do so, It’s effron- 


tery of the worst kind. We have all. better hind-"_ 
- Sight than foresight, but it is a pity the Dominion 


and Provincial Governments did not start out in 
the first place by putting people needing jobs 
to do work on the roads ‘all over. the country, 
when we would have had something tangible to 
show for it, and the morale of these people would 
have been maintained.

But it’s fishing time again—and to a fisher- 
man the important date of the year is May 15, 
when open warfare on all fish starts—that’s life. 


Sad State of Affairs 


ODERN inventions have made modern civili- 

zation what it is today. For that reason, 
the inventive geniuses of the past two centuries 
are to be praised.

tator. Speaking of dictators, that brings up the 
question af another “ersatz” the Germans brought 
upon themselves. When the German nation lost 
hope, ‘after the war, they determined to be free 
of Kings and war.and wanted to form a real 
democracy, something the Germans had never en- 
joyed. On the horizon rose Hitler, who promisea 
them a real democracy, freedom. for the people, 
and the hope of. really having a finger in the 
Government, What did they get? “Ersatz’—for 
Democracy, Dictatorship; for Freedom, Regimen- 
tation; for Peace, Preparation. for War on a 
grand scale, This is not the only country in the 
world whose people have been forced by this 
sort of thing. England and: Alberta have had 
their share of late. 


Britain suffers from a Prime Minister who. - 


makes “ersatz” agreements, which are reafly an 
insult to the intelligence of the thinking popula- 
lion, a constant retreat in the face of demands 
made by dictators. However, thanks be to 
Heaven, the British Lion is shaking her lazy head 
and switching her tail, and to such good purpose 
that recently in three by-elections (in England) 
Mr, Chamberlain was defeated, his foreign policy 
being the only issue of the campaigns. In fact, 
it is with a certain amount of pride that I have 
been reading a manifesto that is being circulated 
and signed by people in all walks of life in. Brit- 
tain, for it coincides, in principle, with the views 
expressed in this column from time to time. .To 
put it shortly, total disagreement with Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s “policy of appeasement.” Vide the 
Mediterranean pact! The British Commonwealth 
of Nations need free passage of this sea, to link 
the various’ component nations of the Empire, 
With a Fascist Spain and Italy, what an outlook! 
The Italian conversations gave the “assurance” 
of the recognition of Britain’s necessity of free 
aceess to the Mediterranean, As “ersatz” for Mr. 
Eden’s vigirous policy, this seems feeble. 

Let us turn to Spain—wasn’t the non-inter- 
vention “policy” “ersatz,” for a definite policy 
for or against either side? Now that the substi- 
tute has proven rotten, muntions are flowing free- 
ly across the border into Spain, with a corre- 


‘sponding stiffening of the Government’s resis- 


tance. 


What about us in Alberta? Are we not the 
victims of this “ersatz” philosophy? A few years 
ago, a school of thought arose that deplored, very 
noisily, the “poverty in the midst of plenty” (of 
which we were all cognizant), This school of 
thought claimed that taxes should be lessened; 
it stated with reverberating thunder that the bur- 
den of the people was intolerable, but at. the same 
time claimed no political ambitions. After a per- 
iod of years, this same party is in power in the 
land, taxes :re increased, the burden of the people 
is much more intolerable. “Ersatz” again; for 
dividend, increased taxation; for freedom from 
the yoke of the capitalist, expressions hy the 
leader of the party of his confirmed belief: in 
capitalism; for democracy, Hitlerism. 


Now we have this new “Production Tax Act” 
hanging over our heads. :-The powers that be are 
busy telling the folk that this tax is in lieu of 
existing taxes, but, in the light of past. events, 
what guarantee have we that this will really be 
so? Even if all this be so, the amount of tax— 
of seven per cent of production—would net a tax 
out of all proportion to the present:rates of taxa- 
tion, which are admittedly now more than the 
land can bear. Furthermore, as could be shown 
if space would permit, the basis of the proposed 
tax is grossly unfair, Types of land vary widely, 
und the costs of brnging such land into produc- 
tion, and, even more important, keeping it in a 
fertile conditon, are not taken into account at all. 
But a-tax is to be levied, if the Act is not declared 
ultra vires, on gross production, and the man who 
“mines” his land, depleting its productivity, will 
escape lightly, while the farmer who carefully 
preserves the fertility of his soil will be penaiized 
for his good farming practices. 

“Ersatz” food, “ersatz” clothes, “ersatz” poli- 
cies, but, worst of all, “ersatz” thinking. .When 
will we learn to use the brains (or the “ersatz” 
therefore) with which we are all endowed to doe 
some good genuine thinking for ourselves?

PRAIRIES LIKELY TO 
SAVE $5,500,000 ON 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 

On the basis of 1937 quantity 
consumption, users of petroleum 
products on the prairies will 
save $5,500,000 this year by rea- 
son of reductions in prices’ of 
light petroleum products since 
the Turner Valley was estab- 
lished as an important oil field. 
If good crops favor the west, 
there would be even a larger 
saving incident to larger con- 
sumption of products, 

The saving is even more sub- 
stantial when one considers that 
the history of an oid field in the 
making is frequently one of cost- 
ly disturbance, Adequate trans- 
portation facilities have to be 
provided, Other sources of sup- 

ly have to be displaced. For 
nstance, a few years ago, when 
the Texas oil field was being de- 
veloped, there was a ruinous dis- 
order. An important nattral re- 
source was wasted. Investors 
lost heavily and all interests 
suffered. 

In striking contrast to such ex- 
perianes have becn developments 
n the Turner Valley. Co-opera- 
tion of producers, pipe lines, 
railways, and refiners, has _ re- 
sulted in an orderly develop- 
ment., Both producers, and to a 
greater extent consumers, have 
reaped the benefits. Producers 
have benefitted by a price for 
crude oil which has heen ade- 
quate to encourage a steady de- 
velopment of the field, Consum- 
ers have benefitted by substan- 
tiall ag prices for petroleum
